“The Protestant principle of the right of private judgment 
has resulted in the multiplication of sects. Some variety of or- 
ganization and ritual might well have grown from the sowing of 
the light; but the variation which would have appeared under 
normal conditions has been increased by human selfishness and 
ambition. It may be doubted whether the emphasis which has 
been placed upon the right of private judgment expresses a 
sound principle. In no kind of Social organization are rights or 
liberties the primary concern, A family in which it is the first 
business of every member to assert his own ri hts or to magnify 
his liberty will not be a united and happy family. In the organic 
relations of the family, love and duty are undamental—not 
rights and liberties. By misplacing the emphasis in the same 
way, Protestantism has intr uced into its life a disintegrating 
element. Neither the right of private judgment nor any other 
right can be safely asserted as the foundation of the Christian 
Chureh. The foundation of the Church is loyalty to Christ and 
His kingdom; all rights are to be held and interpreted under 
that obligation. The failure to do this—the assertion of the in- 
dividual will as against thé common welfare—has rent the 
Church into fragments and multiplied creeds and organizations 
far beyond all the needs of varying tastes and intellects.’

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PER CAPITA CONTRIBUTIONS. 


While the sum total contributed by the Catholics 
of the United States towards the s pooh of the 
Church, missionary work, institutions of charity, etc., 
is large it is really surprising how small the per 
capita offerings are. There is one arch-diocese in the 
United States, which outshines all others for the gen- 
rod of its people, with reference to the support of 

ious works. During the year 1914, its people con- 

frit $65,000 for the propagation of the faith. This 
soaainly does appear to be a large amount, but it 
represents forty-six cents per family, and nine cents 

x member. In that year a special appeal was made 

to priests and the people for a generous con- 
bution towards Peter’s Pence; the 700 priests con- 
| more than the 700,000 people. nother in- 
stance: We have in mind a parish of 4,500 souls, where 
a monthly collection is taken up for the school. The 
collection averages $200 a month. A record of the 
pa, of the contributors shows that 499 people give 
$186.00; that the rest of the parish—4000 people— 
give $14.47. Three-fourths of the people do not give 
an average of a nickel. 

The moral: a plan to secure systematic giving is 

the need of the Catholic Church i in America. 


While the Protestant denominations do not con- 
duct many parish schools here at home, they do estab- 
lish-and support such schools in the foreign missions. 
A Catholic missionary of India recently wrote the 
editor that the Protestant denominations in the arch- 
dioeese of Pandicherry conduct fourteen primary 
schools to every one maintained by Catholics, and that 
they pay their teachers, from the start, three times as 
much as the Catholic clergy are able to pay them after 
twenty years of service. 

We are often asked what distribution is made of 
the money collected by the Society for the Propagation 
of the Faith. The fund is distributed mainly among 
missionary priests, brothers and sisters, in China, 
Japan, India, Africa and other pagan lands, When 
you consider that there are 16,000 priests, besides 
other religious, who receive almost their whole sup- 

rt from this fund, it will be evident, on the face of 
it, that the collection is inadequate. Before the 
resent world war, each of these priests was receiving 
10.00 a month, and each bishop, $20.00 a month, from 
this fund. During the past two years, the allowance 
has been reduced in the case of priests to $6.00 per 
month, and in the case of bishops to $12.00. This is 
practically the only support which these missionaries 
receive outside a few stray Mass intentions. The 
bishops in these lands must conduct Seminaries for 
the training of a native clergy; they must maintain 
orphanages and parish schools from their meagre 
allowance. School teachers receive only $2.00 and 
$3.00 a month. It certainly is wonderful how these 
self-sacrificing men and women carry on their work at 
all; but they are accomplishing much. If our foreign 
missions were better supported, both by men and 


means, innumerable souls would be won to the Catho- 
lie fold. 


Of greater benefit than the $50,000.00 fund we 
raised last winter, was the zeal which we stirred up in 
all quarters of the country in behalf of the missions. 
Though the times are hard, all missionary agencies in 
this country seem to be remembered better than ever. 
Of course, they are unable to meet the heavy demands 
made on them because of the withdrawal of help from 
the different countries of Europe. 

Pastors even felt locally the benefit of our appeal 
in behalf of missions.

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RETREATS FOR THE CONSCRIPTS. 


In the current issue of “The Queen’s Work” we are sugresting an 
activity in behalf of our Catholic young men who will be called to the 
training camps or who are already in training for military service, in 
which every mother and father together with our zealous pastors should 
take an active and practical interest, The activity in question is the hold- 
ing of retreats to fortify and strengthen our boys in the principles of 
their Faith, warn them arainst the dangers of camp life, and fill them 
with moral strength and earnestness to live out their Catholic Faith and 
principles even in the midst of the temptations and difficulties which will 
surround them. 

The retreats suggested are what are called closed retreats. Those 
who make these retreats go to some religious house and. seclude them- 
selves for at least three days from the usual distractions of every-day 


life, giving their time to a pleasantly diversified program, of instructions 
from the priest who directs the retreat, quiet thinking over of the truths 
and principles suggested, a little spiritual reading, and the forming of 
definite and practical resolutions. These retreats have been called s 
tual exercises, because they do for the soul what the setting up exercises 
and gymnastics do for the body. They instruct the mind and fortify it 
with good and holy thoughts, warn it of the dangers to come, and give it 
practical instructions for the overcoming of temptation. They strengthen 
the will with good resolutions and nerve it against the assaults of tempta- 
tion. It is evident what imménse good three days of such quiet thought 
and prayer do the young man about to fight for his country and to expose 
himself to wounds and death. 2 

This plan of giving retreats to conscripts has been tried with splendid 
results in many places in Europe, and the young men themselves who 
have made these retreats are the best witnesses in its favor. Many of 
them say that if it had not been for the retreat they would certainly have 
succumbed to the temptations of the camp; bat these spiritual setting up 
exercises made them soldiers of Christ as well as soldiers of the State, 
and they have been enabled, by the moral strength and courage gained in 
the retreat, to keep straight themselves and be apostles to their com- 
rades. 

The places sugested for the holding of these retreats are our col- 
leee buildings, seminaries, and other school*buildings, which will be vacant 
during the summer. Those especially which are near a training camp 
would be an ideal place for these exercises. The recruits Gould make the 
retreat on their way to camp, or they might get leave for three days dur- 
ing the period of training. They could go by shifts of as many as the 
place would accommodate, and since each retreat would only last three 
days it would be possible to give the retreat to a great number during the 
month of August when the schools are vacant, and when the priests who 
are professors there have more lesiure to conduct the retreats 

We commend this activity to every one who can help it either by 
prayer, suggestion, or financial aid. Sad tales are told of the effect of camp 
life even on some of the well-trained Catholic boys of Canada, who hava 
come back invalids from camps in France. It is, therefore, necessary to 
use every means to fortify our boys for the experiences before them, and
